The  girls'  lacrosse  team  had  a  lot  of  experience 
because  of  its  returning  senior  players,  but 
regardless  of  that  experience,  the  entire  team  had 
to  adjust  to  new  game  rules  implemented  for  the 
first  time.

The  girls  on  the  team  remained  excited  to  play 
and  were  ready  for  the  season  regardless  of  the 


new  rules  in  place.  "It's  about  how  we  connect 
and  communicate  as  a  team  that  leads  to  our 
success  because  if  we  do  this,  the  new  rules  will 
not  affect  how  we  play,"  said  junior  Morgan 
Livezey.

McNamee  had  been  the  girls'  assistant  coach 
for  the  past  three  seasons,  and  when  predecessor  coach  Jeff  Lucier 
declined  the  position  for  the  coming  year,  McNamee  jumped  at  the 
opportunity.  "I've  had  a  lot  of  fun  as  head  coach,  teaching  the  team 
all  I  know  and  preparing  them  for  competitions,"  said  McNamee.  "But 
I  also  have  to  keep  it  fun,  which  isn't  very  hard  since  everyone  is  so 
enthusiastic  about  crew."

U  n  I  i  ke  c  I  asses  of  other  subjects, 
science  classes  catered  to  many  of 
the  specific  learning  styles  of  stu- 
dents. Some  learned  better  vis- 
ually, while  others  were  able  to 
grasp  material  more  thoroughly 
through  a  kinesthetic  manner.  A 
number  of  students  also  favored  an 
auditory  learning  style. 

Some  students  found  that  they 
were  able  to  understand  the  sub- 
ject matter  in  class  through  meth- 
ods such  as  experiments  and  labs. 
Working  in  lab  stations  allowed 
students  to  take  a  hands-on  app- 
roach when  learning.  " I'm  a  visual 
learner,  so  doing  labs  is  more 
beneficial  than  lectures,"  said 
sophomore  Lindsay  Chamness. 
Freshman  Katelyn  Rowland  ech- 
oed Chamness  and  said,  "With 
labs,  you  get  to  see  how  everything 
is  applied." 

Other  students  noticed  thatthey 


comprehended  the  material  better 
through  auditory  means.  Some 
teachers  gave  lectures  in  ways  that 
fully  encompassed  the  needs  of 
auditory-focused  students.  "I'm 
more  of  a  lecture  kind  of  person," 
said  sophomore  Ricardo  Pagul- 
ayan.  "I  feel  that  if  I'm  instructed, 
I'll  learn  faster.  If  I  just  read,  I 
can  get  distracted." 

No  matter  what  learning  style 
students  used,  science  offered  an 
approach  to  each  style.  Students 
were  provided  with  the  means  to 
learn  past  their  abilities.

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Modern  World  H  istory,  U  S  Government,  and  U  S/VA  H  istory 
were  a  few  of  the  required  courses  that  students  needed  to 
pass  to  get  mandatory  credits  for  their  high  school  diploma.

She  embarked  on  the  four  week  expedition  in 
November  and  returned  in  December,  during  which 
time,  Shirey  participated  in  research  involving  the 
worlds  largest  scientific  instrument.  "I  will  work  on 
a  project  called  IceCube,"  said  Shirey.  "It  is  a 
project  to  assemble  and  test  a  neutrino  microscope." 

Aside  from  braving  the  cold  and  doing  research 
work,  there  were  plenty  of  other  opportunities  at  the 
Amundsen-Scott  South  Pole  Station.  "Everyone  is 
very  social,"  said  Shirey.  "There  is  swing  dancing, 
yoga,  bingo,  movie  nights,  and  craft  shows."  In

the  trip.

The  W-L  Cadet  Corps,  the  first 
in  Northern  Virginia,  was 
organized  in  1927.

Turkey  Queen  or  Homecoming 
Queen)  tradition  began  in 


Irs.  Ann  Calhoun  Ames  graduated 
from  Washington  Lee  High  School  in 
1936.  There  have  been  many  changes 
since  then.  "When  I  went  here,  there 
were  no  school  buses,"  said  Ames.  "I 
used  to  have  to  walk  about  a  mile  to  get 
to  school."  In  fact,  the  building  has  been 
remodeled  twice  since  her  graduation 
and  now  sits  at  the  original  1925 
location.  "I  think  [the  current  building] 
is  gorgeous  but  I  can't  relate  to  it,"  said 
Ames. 

Although  aesthetically  pleasing,  few 
details  about  the  school  were  the  same. 
"When  I  went  to  school,  there  wasn't  any 
of  this  technology."  Today,  almost  every 
room  has  computers  and  smartboards. 
Regardless  of  these  changes,  the  school 


still  embraces  the  same 
General's  spirit,  excelling  in 
academics,  sports,  and 
community  outreach.
